SAN ANTONIO SCENE 
BOLD BUS ROBBERY 
THURSDAY MORNING 


SAN ANTONIO, June 13. 


(AP)—Following a messen- 
ger of the First State Bank 
of San Antonio into a public 
service company bus, a lone 
bandit today rode with him 
to South Laredo street, held 
him up and robbed him of 
approximately $18,000. He forced 
the bus driver to let him alight and 
then made his escape in a car driv- 
en by another man. 


The messenlger, Herbert Flack, 
had secured the money at a bank 
in San Antonio and boarded a bus 
at Main Plaza. 
He thought noth- 


ing of the entrance of another man 
close behind him. When the bus 
reached a point on South Laredo 
strectp/the man suddenly produced 
a gun and forced him to hand over 
the money. 


The bandit then approached the 


driver of the bus and forced him 
to stop. He dismounted from the 
bus climbed into another car stand- 
ing close by, with motor running 
and man sitting at the wheel. As 
soon as the bandit had climbed In- 
to the car the driver speeded away. 


Reports of the holdup were made 


to police, and the sheriff's 
office 


and emergency squads from both 
departments were 
dispatched to 


work on the case.

the motives for the abduction. 


Kinne, traveling from Lewlston 


to his home here, was attacked by 
the bandits shortly after leaving 


Lewlston. 
They boarded his car 


and ordered 
him 
Into the rear. 


Near Orofino, Klnne said, a front 
tire blew out and the automobile 
catapulated Into a ditch. 


When Tribbey and Kille drove 


up they started to assist the wreck 
victims 
and 
were 
greeted with 


drawn pistols. In a struggle, Kllle 
was shot and battered Into 'un- 
consciousness. 
The robbers then 


took Tribbey's car, loaded the three 
men In It and drove for the moun- 
tains. 


After several hours of aimless 


driving they stopped near Greer, 
nine miles southeast of here, tied 
the men to trees, left one of their 
number to juard them, and drove 
away. 
Four hours later the three 


bandits returned, got their com- 
panion and 
drove away 
again.

PLANTING DAISIES. 
By D. Victor Lumsden. 


(U. S. Department of Agriculture.) 


r>ahlla roots set out sufficiently 


late in the spring, so that they do 
not start to blossom until after hot 
summer has passed produce the 
most satisfactory blossoms. 


Plants maturing during midsum- 
mer heat and scanty rainfall be- 
come dwarfed, hardened, and un- 
able to produce fine blooms when 
cooler weather arrives. 
The correct time'to set out dah- 
lia roots varies with location and 
soil. When to do It may be deter- 
mined by trial. Separate the dah- 
lia divisions into several lots and 
make plantings at intervals of one 
week. 


Note the time of planting of each 


lot and in the fall determine which 
date has been the most satisfac- 
tory. 
Weather 
conditions 
will 


cause differences 
from 
year to 


year, but this hazard is ever pres- 
ent regardless of the time of plant- 
ing. 


Experienced dahlia growers store 


the roots during the spring in a 
cool location, such as an unheated 
but frostfrec 
cellar, to prevent 
growth. They keep them from dry- 
ing by covering them lightly with 
moist sand or moss, for If air 
is 


excluded the roots may decay. 


roadbed will be subjected to con< 
aiderable traffic and given a long 
time in which to set and settle.

Grade Work Another Way. 
The grade work on the Corsi- 
cana-Corbet lateral road in Con- 
solidated Road District No. 1 is 
progressing. The McEIwrath com- 
pany Is the contractor von this job. 
The county road crew under the 
supervision or Jack Megarlty, Pre- 
cinct 1 commlslsoner, i, is throwing 
up a dump on the Corelcana-Em- 
house lateral road which extends 
from Coreicana to the Ellis coun- 
ty line via Emhouse in the vicinity 
of Chamber* creek. 
Work was 
started nearer Emhpuse recently 
but a 
controversy 'between the 


county ai\d the Magnolia and Texas 
Pipeline companies -who have six 
pipelines affected by the designa- 
tion and location of this road en- 
sued, and the re-locatipn of 
the 
road has not been completed. Con- 
siderable discussion was had\ with 
reference to moving that road just 
east of the proposed site so as not 
to conflict with the pipelines, but 
nothing definite has been worked 
out. 


Work is going forward on the

Four Concrete In Fail. 
From the present 
indications, 
the pouring of. concrete on the 
Corsloana-Corbet lateral road will 
not be done until early fall and 
there is a posslblity that the pour- 
Ing of the slab will not be done un- 
til after the fall cotton season is 
passed, aue to the inconvenience of 
detours to the farmers hauling 
their cotton tq Corslcana and the 
fact that It would be much better 
on those who use this road the most 
to defer the pouring of the con- 
crete. No definite announcement 
has been made on'this road as to 
when the concrete will be poured, 
but in the event that it is seen 
that the concrete cannot be poured 
before the rush cotton season, it 
will .likely be deferred, It was inti- 
mated at a recent meeting of the 
commissioners' court. Pouring of| 
concrete on this road was ordered 
deferred by the county engineers 
for several months recently, In or- 
der that the dump may settle suf- 
ficiently.

Before planting, divide your dah- 


lia roots in such a manner that 
part of the main stem, which is 
common to all roots of one plant, 
is attached to each division. From 
this stem end of the root develop 
the dormant buds which produce 
the flowering plant. 


In planting, never place the di- 


visions on end. Set them so that 
the long axis of the root Is nearly 
horizontal. Place the stem end 
close to a substantial stake so that 
the growing plant can have protec- 
tion and support from the start. 
Allow but <me stem to come up 
from each division so that all of 
the vitality may be centered in one 
plant. 


As the plant develops, control 
the growth by allowing only a lim- 
ited number of side shoots to grow 
from the main stem. 
This will 


give a number of fine long-stem- 
med blossoms. 


Removing all buds which start 


to mature during midsummer will 
result in better blooms when cool- 
er weather arrives. 


If the dahlia flowers are desired 
only'for a mass effect on the plant 
it will not be necessary 'to carry 
on such severe disbudding, but for 
ilarge blooms on long stems it Is 
essential.

Robison agreed T» postpone 
the 
sale of all those lands for which 
he had not received requests. - 


On January 1, the regents, join- 
ed by the attorney general for the 
state obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining Commissioner Rob- 
ison from selling any of the leases 
advertised for January 2. The leg- 
islature convened on January 8 
and immediately passed a law tak- 
ing all public lands from the mar- 
ket. Later, on trial of the injunc- 
tion case, the district curt -upheld 
Mr. Robison's contention.- The case 
is now on appeal to the 
higher 


courts.Commissioner Criticized.

mittee composed of senators and 
members of the house to conduct

Wheat Price Worries Farmer 


With New Crop Soon To Move 


By FRANK I. WEIXER 
Associated Press Farm Editor 
WASHINGTON —OT— With a 
new harvest almost upon him, the 
•winter wheat farmer is at a loss 
to know whether to hold or sell 
his grain. 


According to the government's 
May 
report,' the 
price, decline 


seemed to have, been checked with 
all classes of wheat on about the 
same level as at. the corresponding 
point In the 1923-24 season. 


Since then prices have dropped 


and they have risen. The June 15 
report is expected to show whether 
the sporadic rise and fall has left 
the price level lower than origin- 
ally anticipated. 


For weeks it has been hoped !the 


market has 
reached the bottom 
and that the new crop would have 
a chance at a price somewhat above 
a dollar a bushel. Prospects 
of 


ending the season with an increased 
carry-over and another good crop 
to be harvested has led to some 
talk of 80-cent wheat. 


Some Increase in the world car- 
ry-over seems certain, but most of 
it will be in the United States. 
The prospects are for a fairly good 
yield of winter wheat, but the out- 
turn of the world's crop is still 
uncertain. Average yields in some 
of the important producing coun- 
tries would result in a crop suf- 
ficiently smaller than last year's 
;o offset the increase in carryover. 


The wheat farmer, however, is 


annoyed by the fact that heavy 
larvestlng of new wheat may de- 
press the market while his grain 
Is en route to it.

prospects are excellent for sum- 
mer grazing as soil moisture is ade- 
quate. Sheep shearing is progress- 
ing rapidly but was checked some- 
what by recent heavy rains. The 
clip is clean and of good quality. 
Wool is moving readily, growers re- 
ceiving prices 
ranging 
from 29 
cents to 34 cents.. The spread \ be- 
tween short and long wool prices is 
less this year than usual, 
some 


short wool having been sold at the 
higher price. 


Cattle Wintered Well 
Center and Bast—Rains 
have 


been frequent and grass is excel- 
lent. Cattle and calves are in good 
condition 
and 
improving daily. 
Losses have been light as cattle 
wintered well. The spring move- 


ment of cattle to market and to 
northern pastures has been heavy 
from many localities and practical- 
ly all surplus cattle have been mov- 
ed. The spring movement on the 
whole has been about normal, and 
is now practically completed. Lo- 
cal trading and sales are slow. The 
calf crop is good in most areas and 
calves are growing well. 


West—Rains have fallen 
over 


much of the district and ranges are 
in good condition, generally. With 
few exceptions, ample soil moisture 
is available and 
summer range 
prospects appear good at this time. 
The calf crop Is expected to be 
somewhat better than average, but 
a littel late. 
Demand continues 


strong in some localities and sur- 
plus cattle are well sold out; in oth- 
er areas trading Js slow and a large 
number of steers, remains unsold. 
With plenty of grass 
available 
ranchers are inclined to hold back 
for heavier weights. Some calves 
are being contracted for fall de- 
livery but contracting Is not so ac- 
tive as a month ago. The spring 
movement was heavier than norm- 
al from some areas as many for- 
eign steers were moved In for win- 
ter grazing. Losses on the whole 
have been light. 


South—Recent rains have 
im- 


proved ranges and plenty of feed 
is now available. Cattle are put- 
ting on flesh and many fat steers 
will be available • for the fall mar- 
ket. Rangers on the whole are un- 
derstocked as many cattle have 
been shipped to northern pastures. 
The spring movement has 
been 


heavy, but is 
practically 
over. 
Some areas are being restocked 
with yearling steers. The calf crop 
Is good in many areas but some- 
what later than usual. Prospects 
for summer grass are excellent as 
plenty of moisture Is now available. 


Coast—Spring shipments to Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma 
have, 
been 


heavy from some areas but have 
practically ceased. 
Trading 
has 


become dull; cattle are scarce in 
localities. Many, yearling 
calves 
have been sent to market. Exces- 
sive rainfall has been detrimental 
in som counties but ranges are in 
fine condition the grass Is making 
rather rank growth at the expense 
of quajlty. 
The calf crop Is good 
and calves are making good pro- 
gress.

Jews Recall Tragic History 


What & Traveller Seen on Friday In Jerusalem, 


Alongside Western Wall of Old Temple— 


Collapse of Jewish Kingdom Sunday 


~ 
School Lesson Theme. 


BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Thoughtless tourists in Jerusa- 
lem regard only as a "sight" the 
Friday spectacle of Jews at prayer 
by the Western Wall, or "the Wail- 
Ing 
Place," as 
it 
is familiarly 
known. 
Few sense the drama of 
the scene. Nor 
do they perceive 
the present significance of it. be- 
ing but one-time visitors. Those 
of us who have been going to the 
Wall for the Friday prayers, at 
Intervals across a long stretch of 
years, discern a real meaning in 
the changing scene. 
Before the war 
only a small 
group of venerable eastern Euro- 
pean Jews, some o* them profes- 
sionally employed for the service, 
could be seen mumbling prayers 
before the few tiers of huge yellow- 
ed limestone blocks which are all 
that survive of the glory of Solo- 
mon's Temple. 
Nails have been 
driven Into the cracks between the 
•tones, 
and 
names and pious 
phrases in Hebrew have been paint- 
ed on the surface. In those days 
there was ample room in the nar- 
row street which runs along the 
Wall for all who wanted to come. 
Now crowds throng the 
spot 
every Friday. Jews from every na- 
tion under heaven may be found 


f there. 
The professional pray-ers 
are submerged in the multitude, 
and their voices are lost in the 
general murmur of psalms 
and 
prayers. I have seen an alert Eng- 
lish-speaking mother 
and father, 
dressed in the 
latest 
New. York 
fashion, lead their two small sons 
tip to the stones to kiss these me- 
morlals of departed glory. I have 
beheld a' stately, beautiful woman, 
111 oriental garb, who might have 
posed for a portrait of Rebecca 
or, Hannah, kiss the wall in the 
, Icrvor of tragic grief and religious 
ardor. A hundred evidences of the 
their nation and for their faith 
'') 
may be witnessed weekly at this 
little bit of thoroughfare which is 
the Hebrew 
Vfa Dolorosa. All 
commemorate the event which Is 
the present Sunday school lesson, 
the final fall of Judah and the de- 
struction of Jerusalem by the sol- 
diers of Nebuchadrezzar. 
One of History's Big Dates 
Many empires have fallen and 
many nations have perished; hut 
none's end has so continuously 
impressed the mind of., the western 
•world as the collapse of Judah, the 
destruction of Jerusalem, and the 
captivity of the Jews, In 588 B. C. 
That event was logical and Inevita- 
ble, but none the less tragic. 
It 
marked the 
end of an era, the 
.Break-down of history's greatest 
experiment. 
True, the 
kingdom 
was only 
•Qttd's second-best thought for the 
Jews. He had offered 
them a 


, theocracy; but they had preferred 
a monarchy, in order to fall In 
With the fashions of the neighbor- 
ttOt nations 
About five hundred 
years 
before 
Nebuchadrezzar's 
troops ravaged and razed Jerusa- 


lem, the Jewish people had wildly 
acclaimed giant Saul as their first 
king. The Interval had witnessed 
greatness and glory In the nation, as 
well as sorrow and suffering and 
shame, according as the people had 
been true or recreant to Jehovah. 


Pictured in strong colors, be- 


yo.nd any man's mistaking, the his- 
tory of the Jews is an example of 
the relation of political prosperity 
to the personal character of the 
people/ As the day's Golden Text 
recalls, In a familiar passage from 
one of the Hebrew Wisdom Books, 
'Righteousness exalteth a nation; 
but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple." The Jews had failed In loyal- 
ty to God; and as an inevitable 
consequence, in loyalty to righteous- 
ness and justice and good will; and 
so they came 
the very end, 
upon 
the 
disaster. 
To 
leaders were 
heedless of the clear call of the 
prophets of the Most High. Even 
with 
Nebuchadrezzar's 
legions 
hammering at 
their gates, they 


were flouting and punishing the 
Prophet Jeremiah. 


Too late the king and his cour- 
tiers tried to flee down the way 
of the Jericho plain, and tortured 
or executed, while the destruction 
°' the city proceeded. Once too 
often the explicit will of Jehovah 
had been disregarded 


Morality And Oreatneec 


All sorts of folk will study this 
Lesson; and every one will read on 
its very surface the teaching that 
apart from righteousness there is 
no permanent 
prosperity. 
Indi- 
vidual morals are not an academic 
matter, to which the state may re- 
main 
Indifferent. 
There 
Is 
no 
guarantee of national greatness and 
permanence so sure as the Integ- 
rity and religion qf the average 
citizen. The bulwarks of personal 
character in ancient Judlah col- 
lapsed before ever the 
walls ' of 
Jerusalem were 
battered 
down. 
Every great statesman throughout 
history has percieved the truth, 
so clearly stated by Washington 
in his farewell address, that pri- 
vate morality and public welfare 
cannot be permanently dlssaclated. 
The mother, the Sunday school 
teacher, the preacher, who Is shap- 
ing young life Into godliness is do- 
ing a fundamental work of patriot- 
ism. 


It has been my lot to stand upon 
most of the famqus ruined capitals 
of the 'world, an experience con- 
ducive to philosophy. Again and 
again of an evening I have walked' 
out from Jerusalem to the over- 
looking slopes of the 
Mount of 
Olives, to muse upon the meaning- 
ful city Its message. Always these

Gone is the 
temporal political 


identity of Judea; but a spiritual 
Judah is growing, which is the 
hope of all nations In. all lands. 
For a people with the Law of Je- 
hovah written on 
their hearts, 


there are no Chaldean hordes to 
be feared.' 


Trudging the Bitter Road 
Worse than the destruction of 
the capital city of Judah was yet 
to befall the Jews. For all the fit 
people of the nation were carried 
off Into captivity, only the poor 
and wretched and ineffective be- 
ing left behind to till the fields. 
At least twenty-five thousand Jew- 
ish captives, after all the horrors 
of a victorious siege, were led over 
the bitter road to Babylon, along 
which their father Abraham had 
once so hopefully journeyed, in a 
reverse direction. On all the earth's 
is no highway so 
memories as that 
surface there 
fraught 
with 
which leads across the desert from 
Syria to the Tigris and Euphra- 
tes Valley, and so down to lower 
Mesopotamia. 
That exile of the Jews has long 
been a familiar figure of ultimate 
suffering and sorrow and shame. 
We may say that such a horror Is 
not possible in our own day; but 
we are mistaken. The Armenians 
and Asyrians, who, during the war; 
were-driven over the same route, 
suffered In greater numbers than 
the Jews. The "exchange of popu- 
lations," as we euphemistically call 
the League 
of Nations post-war 
plan for the exile of all Christians 
from Turkey and of all Moselems 
from Greece, was a worse horror 
than the fate of the Jews. I saw It 
for myself. War and unrighteous- 
ness bear the same fruit In all 


Judiah's fate Is a challenge 


to think In terms of nations) and 
to think of 
the 
relationship of 


righteousness to national prosper- 
ity. The force which destroyed the 
kingdom of Judiah was less the 
armies of Babylon than the sins 
of the people themselves. 


And after this exile, the Jews 


never again reverted to Idolatry. 
Their 
bitter lesson 
had 
been 


learned.

proposition was approved hy the ad- 
ministration as either u pnrt of Hie 
pending farm relief or tariff bills. 


The suggestion that the deben- 


ture plan ultimately might be at- 
tached to the tariff measure 
has 


been advanced by a. number of 
other Senators and is known to 
have considerable sympathy with 
House democratic loaders. 


The lowan declared he now de- 


sidcr to say to "progressive mem- 
bers of the Senate on both Bides" 
that if the proposition was in- 
jected the time "has come, to or- 
ganize for a fight to the finish." 


Should Jass BUI. 
"If the debenture," he pddcd, 'in 


Ihe form I have here suggested, if 
in its present form, cannot be put. 
into the farm bill, I think the hill 
r.hould be permitted to pass with- 
out it." 


The lowan took the floor short- 


ly after the Senile convened at 
noon and at about the hour that 
the farm relief bill formally 
was 


returned to the house as a result 
of the senate's refusal to approve 
Ihe measure with tho debenture 
eliminated. 
The representatives 


officially were advised

senate had voted 46 to 43 to Insist 
Ipon incorporation of the proposi- 
tion. • In th° house the measure 
was placed on the speaker's table 
to await action, probably tomor- 
row.

Brookhart's suggestion of a third

which 


would aid speculators and ruin the 
farmer. 


The lowan suggested the deben- 


ture certificates might be given to 
stabilization concerns and In that 
way speculators would never get 
their hands on them. 


"If there were nothing to hope 


from this farm bill by its present 
provisions. I would vote 
agiinst 


It," Brookhart added, "but I believe 
we will be able to put the deben- 
ture into the tariff bill." 


Continuing, Brookhart said 
the 


president was in "very groat error 
when he pronounces this bill rec- 
ommended by the conference re- 
port, to be the 'most important 
agency over set up in the govern- 
ment to assist an industry."

OUT NEW PROGRAM 


STATE ASSOCIATION H A S 


ADOPTED NEW PLAN FOR 


HANDLING OF COTTON 


DALLAS. 
June 11.—W— The 
Farmers' Marketing Association 
has adopted a new plan for hand- 
ling cotton. W. B. Yeary. president, 
has announced. The program was 
agreed upon at a meeting of direc- 
tors of the organization here June 
3 and 4. 
The directors contracted with M. 
H. Wolfe, cotton factor, to act as 
general sales agent for all of the 
association's cotton and a director 
cf organization work was employ- 


ed. Under the new plan the organ- 
ization, which has a state charter, 
will contract with individual farm- 
ers for the sale of their cotton, 
each such farmer automatically be- 
coming a member of the organiza- 
tion. 


The contract which the farmer 


is to sign reads, in part: 


"All parties who accept this pro- 
posal of the 
association 
heieby 
agrees to deliver ail or a pai-t of 
their cotton to the association for 
sale, which cotton will be ware- 
housed at interior 
towns where 
owners reside, or shipped to 
the 


association at Dallas, Houston, Gal- 
veston or other points designated 
by the association. 
This may be 
done by local organizations or by 
individuals. 


"The owners of cotton accepting 


thid proposal to agree to furnish 
the association promptly with sam- 
ples, which cotton will be sold or 
held In accordance with and under 
the instructions of the owners. 
"Owners of such cotton who wish 


to borrow money against their cot- 
ton will agree to communicate with 
the association and arrange finance 


upon such terms as the association 
may set forth from time to time. 
"Owners of cotton accepting this 
proposal agree to leave on deposit 
with the association the sum of $2 
per bale out of the proceeds of each 
bale sold by the association, with 
the understanding that the actual 
cost of handling and selling will be 
paid out of that $2, and the balance 
placed to the credit of the owners 
of the cotton on the books of the 
association, to be used, at the dis- 
cretion of the directors, for 
the 


purpose of creating a permanent 
financing and 
marketing system 


for the handling of cotton."
